May was revived after fifteen min­ 
u tes’ wo rk 
Dr. Fo ard said he lo o ked 
abo u t the ro o ms fo r a co ntainer o r 
so me o ther evidence o f p o iso ning , bu t 
fo u nd no ne. 
The o nly tiling was the 
emp ty half o f a cap su le which had 
co ntained chewing g u m, u nder the mu ­ 
sic cabinet. 
The cap su le was bro ken 
Hiid it co u ld no t have held a p o wder 
o r liqu id. 
Dr. Fo ard said when he en­ 
tered the 
h o u s e the members o f the 
family were exeited. and Mrs. Klo sser 
and her dau g hter May were erying . He 
p ro no u nced Grace dead after a tho r­ 
o u g h 
examinatio n, and he did no t 
kno w o f Twig g s dead bo dy in the next 
ro o m u ntil he was u shered in by Mr. 
Klo sser. who said: 
Ju st see what's 


i l l 
l l e l ’ e . ” 
Lee li Ash o f Keyser, \V. Ya., who 
clerked in Twig g 's sto re, said that 
.Satu rday, when Twig g left fo r Cu m­ 
berland. he was in a hap p y mo o d. Ash, 
ho wever, said Twig g never to ld him 
abo u t g o ing to g et married, and he 
o nly su sp ected Ids intended actio n by 
what his wife (Mrs. Ash) had to ld him. 
Mr. Ash said Mr. Twig g was no t mar­ 
ried, no r to his kno wledg e was he in 
tro u ble with any wo man.

Twig g was wo rth abo u t $40,000. There

To Regul ate Col d Storage. 


The bill framed to regulate the cold 
storage of foodstuffs in Indiana has 
been placed in the hands of Dr. Frank 
Greenwell. senator from Allen county , 
for introduction. 
H E. Barnard, state 
food and drug commissioner, drew up , 
the bill and is greatly interested in its 
passage. 
In preparing to draft the bill, Mr. 
Barnard obtained much data and a 
great many suggestions from Dr. Tl. 
VV. Wiley , chief chemist for the de­ 
partment of agriculture, United States 
gov ernment, and a number of Dr. Wi­ 
ley ’s ideas were included in the bill. 
Under the law as 
proposed, cold 
storage matter will be registered and 
■tamped on the date of its going into 
storage, 
so 
that 
inspectors 
going 
through the plant may know at any 
time just when any piece of food was 
placed then?. 
A time limit, suitable 
to the class of foodstuff, is proposed in 
the bill. 
James L. Keach of this city , 
a commission merchant, lias been re­ 
ported as making preparations to fight 
the bill. 
A hank g ua ra n te e law* conforming 
to the plan of some of those in west­ 
ern states, has been drafted and has 
the approv al of leading Democrats in 
the legislature. 
It prov ides for the 
assessm en t o f- the daily deposits of 
state banks to become a guarantee 
fund in the hands of the state. 
A 
state banking board consisting of the 
gov ernor and two state officers is pro­ 
v ided for in the bill. 


JUDGE CARPENTER 


AGAI NST PACKERS 


Denied the Motion To Prevent 


Prosecution. 


Chicago, Jan. 10.—Jud g e C arpenter, 
in the United S tates district court, 
denied the motion of the indicted beef 
packers who sought to prev ent the 
gov ernm ent a tto rn ey s from prosecut­ 
ing them under the criminal statutes, 
alleging that the district court had no 
jurisdiction because Judge Grosscup, 
In the United S tates circuit court, had 
issued an injunction in 1903 re stra in ­ 
ing" the packers from doing what the 
federal lawy ers a re 
now 
try ing to 
prosecute them for. 
Judge C a rpe n te r surprised ev en the 
g o v e rn m e n t’s counsel by the sev erity 
of his ruling, which was that the dis­ 
trict attorney not only had the right to 
proceed against the packers both by 
prosecution and by pray er for an in­ 
junction. but that congress had direct­ 
ed him to institute both proceedings 
at the sam e time. 
T he decisiorf held 
that the injunction was a warning to 
the packers not to do it again and that 
pun ishm en t for c o n te m pt of that w a rn ­ 
ing could not be construed as a pun­ 
ishm ent 
for the m isd em ean o r itself 
and could not operate to prev ent pros­ 
ecution.
